Local MP returns 
to ministerial post 


AFTER many months of speculation, it was announced 
on Tuesday afternoon that David Laws, Member of Par¬ 
liament for Yeovil constituency, has been returned to min¬ 
isterial office in the first full government reshuffle held 
by Prime Minister David Cameron and Deputy Prime 
Minister Nick Clegg. 

Mr Laws will not return to the Treasury post from which 
he resigned over the expenses investigations but will take 
on two new roles. The first is as Minister of State for 
Schools in the Department for Education, a role familiar 
to him. The second is as Minister of State in the Cabinet 
Office, in a cross-policy brief that will involve coordinat¬ 
ing and developing policy across government. The latter 
will include work for Deputy PM Nick Clegg and along¬ 
side Cabinet Office Minister, Oliver Letwin MP. 

Minister Laws said: “I am very pleased to be given this 
opportunity to serve the Coalition Government and the 
country in these two roles. 

“Education is one of my real passions, and it is an area 
I know well following my time as Lib Dem Shadow Sec¬ 
retary of State for Schools, between 2007 and 2010. It 
will also be a real challenge and opportunity to be in¬ 
volved in many policy issues through my role in the Cab¬ 
inet Office. 

“We must not underestimate the difficult times people 
are going through at the moment and I will work hard to 
put growth, jobs and fairer taxes at the heart of what we 
do.” 

Local people have expressed concern that any a minis¬ 
terial role would see a lessening of the onsiderable con¬ 
stituency work Mr Laws is known for. But he added: “I 
shall be doing these jobs alongside my existing responsi¬ 
bilities as MP for Yeovil Constituency, and I do not intend 
to cut back in any way on my constituency work. 

“I shall continue to hold my regular, local, advice cen¬ 
tres and will be available for any constituent who needs 
my help. My role as Yeovil Constituency MP is my first 
responsibility, and I have a brilliant and experienced team 
of staff in both Yeovil and London to help me with that 
work.

Local opticians take skills to Kenya 


LOCAL optometrist Simon Frackiewicz, will be leading 
an eye testing mission to help the lives of impover¬ 
ished people living in the remote Akamba tribal re¬ 
gion of Eastern Kenya. 

The team comprises Mr Frackiewicz (optometrist 
and co-owner of Robert Frith Optometrists in Yeovil 
and Chard), Peter Chapman (optometrist and owner 
of Robert Frith Optometrists in Crewkerne), Vicky 
Newton (dispensing assistant from Robert Frith Op¬ 
tometrists in Yeovil) and Brenda Tompkins (commu¬ 
nity nurse from Crewkerne Health Centre). 

The region is one of the most arid parts of the coun¬ 
try, and like the neighbouring countries of Somalia 
and Ethiopia, has suffered one of the worst droughts 
in living memory thanks to a four year period without 
rain. 

Simon is a trustee of Somerset-based charity 
Akamba Aid Fundiwhich has been supporting the 
lives of people in the Akamba region since 1999. 

During this time, the charity has funded numerous 
large projects as well as providing medical care to the 
poorest people in the area, something which is ordi¬ 
narily unaffordable. 

This has included scores of people who have bene- 
fitted from sight-restoring operations. 

Simon explained some of the objectives of the forth¬ 
coming trip: "The aim of this year's trip is to improve 
the sight of people living in some of the more remote 
parts of the region, where the majority of the popula¬ 
tion live below the poverty line. As a consequence of 
this, eye care is unaffordable to the average person as 
there is no government funding of eye tests and it 


may take a day to reach the nearest optician. 

"For the first time, we are taking a dedicated 'eye' 
team, therefore we hope to exceed the number of 
people we have been able to assess in previous years. 

The most common problem we encounter is re¬ 
duced vision, particularly for near vision tasks, which 
can be immediately corrected with a pair of reading 
glasses. The spectacles we supply are largely donated 
by people in the Somerset area. 

"Where we are unable to improve the persoms vision 
with spectacles, we can arrange for surgical treatment 
to be undertaken in Nairobi, which is funded by the 
charity. Cataract is still the biggest cause of prevent¬ 
able blindness in Kenya and we see countless people 
who are completely blind as a result, a situation which 
would never be allowed to arise in the UK. 

"Unfortunately, we also see a large number of peo¬ 
ple who suffer with other eye disease, in particular 
glaucoma. If found early, it can be successfully treated 
with drops or laser therapy, however by the time the 
sufferer is aware of loss of vision, the condition is at its 
end stage and is beyond treatment. 

"On behalf of the people in the Akamba region, we 
would like to express our thanks to all our supporters 
in the UK who make our work possible, as a result of 
their donations of spectacles and monies to fund eye 
surgery.!

“We had a fantastic time, 
they spent so much time 
with us and didn’t just 
show us around the stables 
and leave it at that.

The donation of £600 
from Councillor Kenton’s 
health and wellbeing 
budget will cover a set of 
about four therapy ses¬ 
sions for one child. 

Special Horses For Spe¬ 
cial Children uses a com¬ 
bination of sensory work 
with horses using the 
Horseboy method - fun 
play, basic riding and cir¬ 
cus tricks - which help 
with developmental prob¬ 
lems of children in the 
autistic spectrum and those 
with neurological prob¬ 
lems and emotional or be¬ 
havioural issues. 

Many of those most in 
need of the help they offer 


are one parent families, 
struggling on a budget and 
the charity is turning 
around donations quickly 


to help more children re¬ 
ceive the life changing 
help. Any siblings and 
even the parents, also get 


to have fun with the horses 
while the therapy goes on 
so the benefits are very ho¬ 
listic for the whole family.

C ORNISH pixie Jo 
Hampshire found 
it hard to move to 
Somerset where she had 
no friends but, after land¬ 
ing the job as manager of 
the Red Cross shop in 
Crewkeme 14 years ago, 
she has now made lots of 
new friends and says her 
job is like Christmas 
every day. 

Jo moved from St 


Austell 19 years ago 
when her husband Steve 
was offered a job in 
Yeovil. 

At the time she was a 
warden for pensioners in 
29 flats and saw them all 
as her extended family so 
the thought of leaving 
them all was a giant 
wrench. 


Jo said: “It was terrible, 
I cried my eyes out and 
didn’t want to leave but I 
did a lot of soul searching. 
You have got to be practi¬ 
cal when you have chil¬ 
dren and there just weren’t 
many jobs in Cornwall. 

“Where I came from the 
china clay company used 
to take three quarters of all 
the school leavers. The 
girls went into the offices 
and the boys in the clay 
pits, of course it’s not like 
that now. 

“I was determined not to 
do that so I went into the 
local chemist one day, in 
my school uniform, and 
asked for a job. 

“It was a small town 
where everyone knew 
everybody and he said ‘I 
can’t give you the job until 
I’ve spoken to your 
mother’. 

“That’s how is it was 
then. I got the job and I 
loved it but then I was of¬ 
fered a job as a telephonist 
at a builder’s yard. 

“That was hilarious, four 
girls in a workforce of 40, 
and I worked at a pub as 
well. 

“I used to ride a motor¬ 
bike then and the lads 
thought I was really cool. 
My mum was terrified, my 
brother used to ride a bike 
too and with my dad dying 
when I was 21, looking 
back I can see how scared 
she was. 

“ I really wanted to be in

the police force but they 
said I was too short but I 
was Special Constable 
for 13 years. 

“I applied to every force 
except the Metropolitan 
Police and was so angry 
that they wouldn’t take 
me. I remember when 
Yvonne Fletcher was 
killed and they said she 
was 5”2’ and I’m 5’3” 
said to my mum if she 
had been taller she would¬ 
n’t be dead, because the 
bullet wouldn’t have hit 
that part of her body. 

“It sounds horrible but 
at that point I was so 
angry that was what came 
out. My sister and 
brother both went in as 
cadets which made it 


worse really. 

“ I was a Cub Scout and 
Venture Scout leader for 
20 years. I started with 
cubs, then the Beavers 
started and they needed 
someone, then the Adven¬ 
ture Scouts starting hav¬ 
ing girls and asked me to 
help. At one point I had 
four different uniforms 
and was terrified I would 
turn up in the wrong one! 

“I didn’t meet Steve 
until I was 24.1 bumped 
into him in a pub, that’s 
all there was to do. 

“He was working at 
local solicitors and we 
just clicked. We met in 
September and he pro¬ 
posed a week later. 

“I said don’t be silly you 


don’t know me but we got 
married the following 
June. 

“When we first moved 
up here, we were living in 
Misterton and I found it 
difficult to start with. All 
my life I’d known every¬ 
one I passed in the street. 

“It seemed strange 
going shopping and not 
knowing anybody. 

“I tried working nights 
in an old people’s home 
but with three kids, a hus¬ 
band and mother-in-law 
to look after it wasn’t 
working. 

“I went to work in 
Woollies and one day 
went into the day centre 
and said I could help. 

“That’s where I met 


Ann Chant who was the 
manager of the Red Cross 
Shop. She was retiring 
and put my name for¬ 
ward. I had two weeks 
working with her then I 
was on my own which 
was scary. 

The first Saturday I 
spent nearly two hours 
doing the balance sheets 
before suddenly it hit me 
where I was going wrong. 
Steve wondered where 
I’d got to. Now we’re 
computerised which was 
a bit of a milestone - I’m 
a technophobe - I won’t 
even have a mobile 
phone. 

“I love being with dif¬ 
ferent people, I say to Sue 
and the volunteers it’s 


more boring for them be¬ 
cause they’ve got me 
every day and I get some¬ 
body different. 

“I love it here, it’s like 
Christmas every day, you 
never know what a bag 
will hold and people don’t 
just drop stuff off, they 
talk to you and some have 
a story about what they 
bring. That’s the structure 
we’ve built, it’s not just a 
shop, it’s a community 
shop because we care. 

“If I go into a shop and 
I’m not served in a way I 
consider is proper, I will 
never darken their 
doorstep again.

Yoga - a philosophy for life

Also people with back issues, particularly A 
sclerosis of the spine have definitely found a 
greater range of movement and I had a be¬ 
reaved lady who found it calmed her mind 
and stopped it going off on a path of worry. 

• ARE you careful about diet? 

I do think a lot about it. Trying to eat as nat¬ 
urally as possible is the most important thing, ^ 
whatever you enjoy. V 

• WHAT are your hobbies and interests? 

We like doing water stuff as a family, kayaking and 

swimming and we also like walking. I run a book 

club which was started with a friend who has now left, 

we just meet in each other's houses. Another group of us 

speak French just for fun, we get together and speak it for a couple of 

hours. 

$ WHAT do you like about living in Crewkerne? 

I love the surrounding countryside and like living in a small town, it's 
convenient for the shops and the farmers market and we enjoy being 
able to go swimming and go to the film club. I think there are a lot of 
people working very hard to make it a vibrant community.
